This office action is responsive to amendment filed 09/06/05. 
Claims 1-21 are pending. 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 10 recites limitations "auxiliary valve body", "auxiliary gasket", "auxiliary 
spring" and "auxiliary piston" that appear to be double inclusions of the same elements 
recited in the parent claim 1 . It appears that limitations of claim 10 have been effectively 
incorporated into claim 1. Thus, canceling claim 10 would obviate this rejection. 

3. Claims 1 - 9 and 11-21 are allowed.
